O’MURROUGH, a defcendent of the famous 
king of Leinfter, who invited the earl of Pem- 
broke into Ireland, by the bounty and hofpitality 
of his life, became extremely popular and belo- 
ved. Though he had loft the royal hereditary 
honours of his illufirious houfe, he yet retained 
ali the refpect due to fovercignty ; aud, ia fhort, 
was bowed to by his numerous family, tenantry, 
and the people in general, as fubmiffively as if 
he really wore the crown of his anceftors. Fifty 
children, grandchildren, and relations, fed every 
day at his board, and as many indigent indivi- 
dua's were made happy with the fragments. 

But although the mind of Murrough was thus 
heppy, although he retted thus fecure on the con- 
fidence of mankind, he was yet unfafe; the 
ihafts of envy Were ready to affail him, and dan- 
ger lurked in the moment of rational fecurity. 

Murrough ufed frequently toride many miles, 
attended only by an approving confcience, and 
the retrofpect of virtue; and this fingular cuf- 
tom was well known through the country. 

In one of thofe folitary excurfions, ona fum- 
mer evening, when the fun began to gild the

THE DEVIL CHEATED BY A SHEPHErD 


THE following ftory relates the encounte 

a Proteftant Shepherd with a counterfeit J 
nt attempted to perfuade him to renoune. , 
faith, for popery ; and is a tranflation from 
Dutch, printed Augutt 7,(N. S.) 1676, 

The acconnt is dated from Ummendorf, 
29, (N. S.) 1676, and is thus :—In the Bithop . 
in Halberftadr, hear Nfeburg, there jivesa, 
Shepherd, bred upin the Proteftant religion, 
of that kind, which, from Martin Luther, 

called Lutherans, differing in many points 
the Romith church, and holding confubjtay: 
tion, &c. Not far from the plains whe, 
kept his theep, was fitdated a monaftery, orig 
vent of monks, who had frequently Jabg 
with all the arguments they could uf, 19; 
draw this fhepherd from his profeffion, and } 
him over to the Romith religion. How, 
thepherd was furnithed with logic, I cannotgg 
bui itappears he wanted not a fettled refolyy; 
which remained proof againft all their attemp 
wherefore, finding neither perfuafion nor flan 
ries would prevail, they proceeded to threg 
‘ings, telling him that if he pertifted in 
after fo many. ghoftlhy admonitions, ‘he { 
immediately be plagued with the Devil, 
yould carry him away quick into hell. By 
not regardiog fuch ridiculous nonfenfe, perfigl 
{till in his religion.—W herefore two monks dr 
ed up themfelves in wonderful fhapes ; the, 
very gay and beautiful, witha brave pair 
wings, and other ac@outrements, fit to repref 
him asa good angel; the otherin a frightful 
bit, perfonating the devil. And being thus pre 
pared, they came ome night to the fhepherd, 
he was fleeping in the fields, in his carr, ah 
hut going upon whecls, commonly ufed bys 
of his profeflion. 

The counterfeit angel firft approached }j 
and with fair words and infinuations, temp 
him to embrace the Romith religion. Bar 
good thepherd (poffibly remembering that tex 
If an angel from Heaven fhould teach youa 
other dottrine than what you have received, i 
him be accurfed) would in no wife hearken thi 
fo as toreturn to popery.— Whereupon, the fee 
ing angel told him, if he would not ebey & 
meflage he muft forthwith deliver him over 
the devil ; and finding his threats made noi 
preflion, he retreated; and then prefently cam 
up his confederate, reprefentiug the devil’s ow 
proper perfon, witha dreadful noifeand a 
tering, and tothe great difmaying of the trem 
bling thepherd. But juft as the mock devil mat 
an effer to feize on him, the fhepherd’s dog, 
being afraid, when he faw his matter in dange 
fell onthe pretended fiend; when the theph 
perceived that the devil was not able t keeps 
the dog, his courage returned, and, leaping 
of his carr with his hook in his hand, knocke 
dowa the fuppofed devil dead upon the fpot 
whom at daylight difcoveredto be a neighbe 
ing mouk, he buried him in the devil's drefi,t 
prevent further trouble. But the confede 
angel having fled at the fight of his companion 
fall, returned next day with more monks, tod 
mand their brother. The thepherd at firft deni 
the fact ; but being carried before a magiltrate 
he frupled not to declare, “* That as sa 
monk, he could give no account of him; 
that he had killed the devil, who attacked i 
laft night in his carr, and buried him, as relat 
above.”’"-——-The magiftrate immediately order 
the ground to be — ed; but the monk beinf 
found in his hellith drefs, the monks thonglit i

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ANECDOTE OF AN AUSTRIAN SOLDIER. 


THE following extraordinary inftance of great 


. bravery» happ-acd during the continental war, 


+, 1785. After the furrender of Breflau to the 
‘ progian troops, the Imperial garrifon, confifting 
of above ten thoufand, marched out with two 
ieces of canons, drums, colours, and other ho 
pours due to foldiers who had made a gallant de- 
fence. As his Majetty of Pruffia was riding thro’ 
the town, he obferved a man with his back to a 
wall, endeavouring to defend himfelf againtt 
thirty grenadiers, who threatened every inftant 
t ron him through the body if he did not fubmit. 
The King, amazed at him, and pitying his radh- 
nets, cried yt, Avfitvian | why don’t you fur- 
render? Are you made of iron or marble, to 
withiland the fusy of thirty armed men? Pleafe 
your Majeity, faid the Auttrian foldier, I was of 
the former gerrifon, and being afleep at the eva- 
cvation of the town, Tcould not perfuade myfelf 
that your Majefty bad any right to detain me 4s 
- a prifoner of war, being itcladed in the general 
capitulation. Trne, replied the King, you can- 
not alone bea prifoner, when the whole garrifon 
have marched out. Your grenadiers would have 
made me fo, faid the Auttrian, if] had not refol- 
ved tolofe my life in defence of my lmerty. 
Brave, but rath man, anfwered Frederick, give 
up thy arms, and fave thy life : then, call off 
thete grenadiers, replied the Auitrian. 

The King ordered away the party, and going 
clofe to him alone, demanded his mufket and 
bayonet, faying, @ manw ho as fo high a fenfe 
ef honour can never be gnilty of a bafe act ; the 
jefs thou feemeft ta value thy own life in this 
cafe, the more thon wilt regard mine. The Auf- 
trian fellon hiskices, delivered his firelock into 
the King’s Own hands; his Majetiy bade him 
rife, returned his arms, told him he was free, 
and offered him a pair of colours in his own fer- 
vice. 1 cannot accept your favour, fuid the 
Auftrien, | have fworn allegiance to Mary Tere- 
fa, and will not fight againit her, though to be 
made a General. 

ilnitrieus foldier ! replied the King; go thy 
way in peace, but. not without a few pieces to 
drink my health with thy comrades. Nota pen- 
ny, anfwered the Auftrian; | return your Ma- 
jefty my moft fincere acknowledgments, and vow 
todrink to your good health with my Royal 
Miftrefs’s money. So faying, the Auftrian falu- 
ted the King, ond marched off to join his com- 
panions with his fireleck on his fhoulder, and 
three-pence balfpenny in his pocket, leaving the 
king and all who heard him aftonifhed at his 
courage, probity and true greatnefs of mind.

has often propped the tottering fortunes of Aujiria, 
Jeems at the prefent crijis to turna deaf ear to the 
loud cries of the emperor for affifiance—proba- 
bly thinking herfelf happy, if by a firid neutrali- 
ty fhe can preferve her own independence. Thus, 
dowe fee the efiablifhed political fyfiem of Eu- 
rope tumbling to pieces 3 the ties of religon bro- 
ken by the profiration of the ancient objets of 
facred veneration, and the focial band in a great 
meajure loofened and dejiroyed hy the overwhelm- 
ing influx of republican opinions.

‘* Among other intelligence from Italy, ac- 
counts are juji come to hand, stating, that the 
Pope of Rome has formally and folemnly declared 
that he in future difclaims the gift of ce itng 
miracles, and that henceforward he transfers that 
divine faculty to general Buonaparte, and his 
invincible army.’ '

FRANKFORT, Augett 15. 

This night a courier arrived from General 
Fourdan, to one of his Adjutant generals in this 
city, with the IMPORTANT NEWS that ke had 
given battle to the Imperial army between Neu- 
renberg and Regenfbergh, and entirely Defeated 
and Difperfed them, taking 45 pieces of heavy 
artillery. He further adds, that he ranfi join him 
immediately, for that, if he did not make the ut- 
moft hafie, he would not fallin with him untl he 
had tirrived at Vienne. 

NEW-YORK, Ofober 12..' 

Yefferday arrived at this port, in 46 days Srom 
Cadiz, the fhip Fofiah Collins, Capt. Blair. 

By this arrival we learn, that the 27 fail of 
Spanifh men of war which went out with Richery, 
14 had returned to Cadiz—that an EMBARGO 
was laid on all Englifh vellels in Spain, and that 
the Englifh failors had left them.—Alf» that an 
embargo, was laid by the Englifh on al? Spanifh 
veffels in Gibraltar. 

Another account fays, the Britifi feamen were 
Jent afore, and that an embarzo was alfa laid on 
all Spanifh veffels. 





Extrad of a letter from Fofeph M. Yznardie, 
Conful of the United States at Cadiz, to the 
Secretary of State, dated 26th Auguf? 1798. 

“** In confequence of orders from Court, a}! the 
Englifh veffels in this harbour have been embar- 
goed ; the rudders taken off and conveyed up to 
Puntales, the inward port of the Bay. Similar 
orders have of courfe been fert to all the other 
fea porttowns in Spain. This unexpected event 
has greatly damped the fpirits of the people: 
all has this day beenconfufion. Not a fingle ne- 
gociation has been made in this great commer- 
cial city, and government notes, which on the 
2oth were at 11 per céntum Jofs, have rifen upto 
18 per centum lofs.” 


By a letter from London, dated Auguft 27, 
1796, it appears that the commitlioners on the 
fubje& of fpoliations on the commerce of the 
United States, not agreeing in the choice of the 
fifth commiffioner, the fame was decided by lot ; 
when the name of Jchn Trumbu!!, Efq. of Cen- 
necticut ‘vas drawn as the fifth commiffioner. 
Mr. Trum5ul! was in London, and accepted the 
appoiutment. Onthe 26th, all the commifioners 
were fworn before the Lord Mayor.
